Since  that  time  he  has  been  drama  critic 
for  the  New  York  Evening  Post  and  the  New 
York  World-Telegram,  and  associate  editor 
and  drama  critic  of  the  Theatre  Arts  Monthly.

HE  IS  AI.SO  scheduled  to  speak  in  the 
BYU  Forum  series  in  Salt  Lake  City  at  8 p.m. 
in  the  Assembly  Hall  that  same  day. 

Brown,  who  has  long  been  a crusader  for 
the  best  in  fine  arts,  often  talks  about  the  cur- 
rent American  theater,  books  and  people.  He 
writes  a column.  “Seeing  Things”  for  his  news- 
paper aiTd  has  also  participated  on  various 
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Talent,  Truth,  Energy 

The  establishment  of  a chapter  of  Sigma  Delta  Chi, 
national  professional  journalism  fraternity  on  the  Brigham 
Young  University  campus  is  a tribute  to  the  university  and 
to  the  journalism  department  here. 

Since  its  modest  beginning  in  1909  at  DePauw  Uni- 
versity, Sigma  Delta  Chi  has  become  a powerful  force  for 
freedom  of  the  press  throughout  the  nation,  as  well  as  the 
nation’s  most  dedicated  advocate  of  high  ethics  in  jour- 
nalism. 

Speaking  at  the  fraternity’s  50th  aniversary  conven- 
tion in  Indianapolis,  last  November,  Vice  President  Richard 
Nixon  said  that  the  role  that  Sigma  Delta  Chi  has  played 
in  keeping  secrecy  from  clouding  government  operation, 
has  been  highly  significant.  Nixon  said  that  the  need  for 
a free  and  responsible  press  is  greater  today  than  ever  be- 
fore, and  commended  the  fraternity  for  forging  ahead  in 
both  these  areas. 

Since  1946  the  fraternit  yhas  maijpitained  a standing 
committee  instructed  to  take  an  active,  agressive  leader- 
ship in  the  cause  of  freedom  of  information. 

In  its  report  to  the  national  convention  in  1959,  the 
Freedom  of  Information  Committee  began  by  saying 
“Piecemeal  progress  was  made  in  1959  against  unjustified 
secrecy  imposed  by  federal  officials  on  information  involv- 
ing the  operations  of  government.  At  the  same  time,  how- 
ever, the  imposition  of  secrecy  on  the  broad  and  undefined 
ground  of  “executive  privilege”  reached  a new  peak,  pos- 
ing the  most  serious  threat  to  the  theory  of  open  govern- 
ment sc  far  in  the  United  States.”  The  report  went  on  to 
give  deailed  information  on  the  areas  in  which  the  fight 
for  free  information  is  being  waged. 

In  other  areas  of  journalism  the  fraternity,  under  its 
watchword,  “Talent,  Energy,  Truth,”  is  equally  active. 
There  are  some  70  undergraduate  chapters  of  Sigma  Delta 
Chi  in  the  nation.  These  along  with  the  more  than  40  pro- 
fessional chapters  represent  a vital  force  in  American  jour- 

The  coming  of  Sigma  Delta  Chi  to  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity is  the  culmination  of  years  of  building  and  plan- 
ning. Some  25  years  ago,  the  founder  of  the  University’s 
journalism  department,  Harrison  R.  Merrill  was  teaching 
a few  students  journalism  as  an  adjunct  to  his  regular  Eng- 
lish classes. 

V/ithin  a short  time  a journalism  department  was  es- 
tablished. That  same  year,  1936,  Omega  Nu,  an  organiza- 
tion for  journalism  students,  was  founded.  It  was  from 
this  organization  that  the  BYU  Press  Club  evolved,  and  fin- 
ally the  granting  of  a charter  from  Sigma  Delta  Chi. 

The  journalism  department  has  grown  to  be  one  of 
the  strongest  in  the  state.  Unique  in  this  area  of  the  coun- 
try are  the  BYU  journalism  department’s  annual  high 
school  conferences  which  attract  more  than  600  students 
each  year. 

Responsible  for  the  direction  of  this  progressive  pro- 
gram is  Dr.  Oliver  R.  Smith,  journalis  mdepartment  chair- 
man. It  was  largely  through  his  quiet  but  enthusiastic  sup- 
port that  the  Press  Club  was  able  to  obtain  a charter  from 
Sigma  Delta  Chi.  His  is  a singularly  solid  type  of  leader- 
ship which  encourages  persons  under  his  direction  “to  go 
it  alone,”  forming  ideas,  and  directing  their  activities.  On 
the  other  hand,  when  the  chips  are  down  Dr.  Smith  comes 
through  with  efficient,  solid  support,  to  help  achieve  the 
desired  goal. 

Participating  in  Friday  nigt’s  installation  ceremonies 
will  be  outstanding  journalists  from  the  Inter-Mountain 
area.  The  Utah  professional  chapter  of  the  fraternity  has 
lent  constant  support  to  the  efforts  of  Sigma  Delta  Chi  en- 
thusiasts here.  Such  support,  stretching  forth  the  hand  of 
fellowship,  across  the  years  of  experience  in  journalism 
to  aid  efforts  of  novices  whose  journalistic  wings  are  still 
untried,  is  the  highest  tradition  of  Sigma  Delta  Chi.

Brigham  Young  University 
Coach  Stan  Watts  will  try  to 
cut  a big  slice  out  of  the  Baker 
cake  as  the  Cougars  meet  the 
Aggies  tonight  in  Logan. 

Tip  off  time  for  the  Skyline 
Conference  affair  is  8 p.m.  with 
the  freshman  squads  of  both 
schools  squaring  off  at  6 p.m. 

Coach  Watts  will  attempt  to 
garner  his  200th  win  tonight  but 
the  attempt  might  be  made  with- 
out the  services  of  center  Dave 
Eastis,  leading  Skyline  Confer- 
ence point  producer.  Eastis 
sprained  his  ankle  in  practice 
Tuesday  afternoon  and  as  of 
Thursday  afternoon  Watts  wasn't 
sure  if  the  Cat  center  would  be 
able  to  play. 

IN  FOUR  GAMES,  Eastis  has 
netted  83  points  for  an  average 
of  20.7  points  per  game.  If  Eas- 
tis is  unable  to  play,  Ron  Bell  or 
Brent  Peterson  will  probably  get 
I the  starting  call  at  the  post  posi- 
: tion,  with  sophomore  Bob  Inglis 
ready  to  back  him  up. 

Fabulous  is  the  word  for  the 
Utah  State  five  this  season. 
On  the  Associated  Press  poll  they 
are  ranked  ninth  in  the  nation 
and  on  the  UPI  poll  they  are

THE  UTAGS  have  won  14  and 
lost  only  two  games  on  the  over- 
all season  and  have  a 4-0  win- 
loss  record  in  Skyline  competi- 
tion. And  what’s  amazing  is  that 
they  win  their  games  with  five 
men.  The  five,  Tyler  Wilbon, 
Jerry  Schofield,  Cornell  Green, 
Max  Perry,  and  Ralph  Cullimore, 
have  played  in  five  games  and  in 
every  game  they  have  played 
most  of  the  time. 

Of  the  five.  Green  has  the  top 
average,  20.3  points  a game. 
Schofield  has  15.8  points  a game, 
Perry  is  averaging  15.5,  Wilbon 
is  12.1,  and 'Cullimore  has  potted 
9.1  points  per  game.  These  sta- 
tistics are  for  all  16  games. 


Another  outstanding  feature 
about  the  Utah  State  five  is  that 
only  on  three  occasions  has  an 
Aggie  left  the  game  on  fouls.

On  defense,  the  Cats  are  still 
the  top  defensive  team  in  the 
league,  even  after  their  76-69 
loss  to  Utah  last  weekend.  The 
Cougars  have  held  their  oppon- 
ents to  59.7  points  a game.
